Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicant's amendment of 6-22-09 has been considered. Applicant has deleted step (i) in 
claim 37 which has rendered moot the rejection of 1 12/2nd. With no other outstanding rejection, 
pending claims 1-32, 37 and 38 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is drawn to compounds of a substituted quinazoline compound of 
formula I having (at the 5-position) a side chain of (R 3 ,R 4 )-N-C(R 2 ,R 2a )-C(R 1 ,R la )-0-, 
and also substituents at the 4- and 7-positions. The closest reference, Hennequin et. al. 
(cited previously), teaches a relevant compound. However, the side chain at the 5- 
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position has a group of -C(0)-A which is not on the instant formula I. Thus, it does not 
anticipate, nor can it render obvious the instant invention for lack of motivation. 
Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance."
